opportnoittes to sindy the cholera in all Its 
phases, and what he says on this subject, theres 
fore, has speclal value, as his opisions and 
deducitons'are based on xc'aal experience with 
and observation of the contagion at the very 
source efits orlgin. Dr, Lave scgzests Intere 
natlénal action, with a view of fighting the 
disease at Its ‘fountain’ heed, by attacking
